A terrific gasoline explosion occurred 
Tuesday morning in the grocery store of 
Michael Newman, in St. Louis, Mo. The 

rocery and two adjoining two story brick 
buildings were demolished, and twelve per- 
sons, including the wife and five children 
of Newmati and two ‘families living in ad- 
joining houses were buried in the ruins. 
Nine persons were killed outright, and 
several seriously injured. 

The quiet old town of Bristol, R. I., 
seems just on the verge of a financial vol- 
cano.
